All  the  family  legends  point  to  the  Staffordshire  Iiouse  of  Ruggeley,  as  the  source 
of  the  Ruggles  family  of  Essex  and  of  Suffolk,  but  in  two  migrations  separated  by  a 
period  of  two  hundred  years.  The  first  is  claimed  to  trace  from  William  D;:  K'JG- 
gele  of  Stafford,  thirteenth  century,  who  having  incurred  the  royal  displeasure,  and 
sufi'ered  banishment  from  the  kingdom,  was  known  to  have  established  a  new  h'..n;e 
in  Flanders.  Although,  for  service  in  tlie  Wars,  he  had  sul>sequently  received  the 
pardon  of  his  sovereign,  King  Fxiward  I,  he  never  returned  to  the  land  oi  his  birth. 
Th.ree  of  his  sons,  liov.-ever,  are  said  to  have  cro'^sed  the  Straits  of  Dover,  and  to 
iiave  settled  in  the  County  of  E-sex  and  from  them,  it  is  alleged,  tVie  early  gcr.er;?- 
tlous  in  that  and  the  adjoining  counties,  descended.  Children  of  a  fi.urth  ^on  weriL 
to  Switzerland  and  the  name  (Ruggle)  is  still  perpetuated  there.  The  laier  xmigra- 
t  ion,  according  to  John  Sydney  Hawkins,  the  biograplicr  in  1787  of  George  Ri-ggi.es. 
;i  l'"uader  of  X'iririnia  and  an  eminent  si  holar  of  llie  reign  of  Kin;};  James  I,  wa^  !r«;m 
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Warwick  to  Lincoln,  and  thence  to  Suffolk,  l'>eing  a  branch  from  Nicholas  Ruggeify, 
Lord  of  the  jManors  of  Hawkesbcard  in  Stafford  and  Do\vnton-.Ru^v;elcy,  in  Warwick. 
It  was  this  second  inigration  which  supplied  later  the  Puritan  emigrants  to  New  Eng- 
land as  well  as  the  English  Ruggles  family  of  Spains  Ilall,  Essex.  In  supp^ort  of  the 
first  claini,  it  has  been  pointed  out  that  Rietsta?  discoveied  the  fanhly  in  Flanders 
and  in  his  "Armorial  General"  has  recorded  for  that  family  the  same  arms  as  those 
given  by  F'.ngli5h  authorities  as  the  l.>earings  of  the  Statlord^hire  house.  Tho'..'gh 
RiETSTAp's  work  registers  some  Enghsli  arms,  he  mentions  no  ot'ner  Ruggele  y,  i  ha ■;• 
the  branch  in  Flanders.  The  identity  of  coat-arm.or  has  ahvays,  been  held  lo  be 
confirmatory  of  a  common  origin,  and  i)r.  Barber  in  his  work  on  Briti.^b  i<innly 
names,  editiLm  loo,-';,  cites  such  identity  for  Rugcllev,  of  SuitTord  and  Rtcolls 
of  Essex.  The  name  Ruggele y,  in  England  is  now  extinct,  and  only  in  iho^e  hav- 
ing the  name  of  Ruggles  is  the  stock  represented  there.
